This week the Missouri G ener­ 
al Assembly has been considering 
the appropriation of more than $1 
billion for the operation of the state 
government 
for 
the 
next 
two 
3’oars. 
Even the Congress oi the Unit­ 
ed States seldom m ust consider 
the 
spending 
of 
such 
a 
large 
am ount in a m atter of only a few 
hours of legislative time. 
The requirem ent of short consi­ 
deration of 
these 
fund bills

brought about by several factors, 
but regardless oi the causes, no 
one in this state can honestly be­ 
lieve the public will be getting its 
money worth. 
There is too little tim e alloted 
to spend too much money. 
As a result padded fund requests 
are perm itted to slip by, d epart­ 
ment appropriation estim ates can 
not be closely checked, and im- 
portant money bills are neglected

Particul­ 
arly those which are caused by fun 
gi In moist, cool weather, diseas­ 
es such as leaf spots or blotches; 
anthracnose of various 
species:

flux show up in alarming propor­ 
tions. 
'Hie leaf spot diseases, especial­ 
ly in elms, are of great concern 
to home owners because they are 
often mistaken for symptoms of 
more serious diseases such as ph­ 
loem necrosis or Dutch elm dis­ 
ease. Actually, the leaf - spot dis­ 
eases are not serious unless they 
result in heavy defoliation for se­ 
veral years in succession Further­ 
more. by the time owners can see 
the injury on leaves, most of the 
dam age has already been done 
•nd it is too late to control dis­ 
eases for the current year. Early 
spraying with a fungicide such as 
ferbam will help prevent leaf dis­ 
eases. But in die case of borad- 
leaf species such as 
elms 
and 
m aples, spraying m ust be started 
as soon as the leaf buds start to 
unfold in the spring. Usually three 
spray applications at 10-day inter­ 
vals will prevent the dam age. No­ 
thing can be gained by spraying 
for these diseases now, but it will 
help to rake and burn the infect­ 
ed leaves in cases of extremely 
heavy infections.

anthracnose. 
Infected leaves have the appear­ 
ance of being frosted or scorched 
and some trees are almost com­ 
pletely defoliated. The disease ef­ 
fects the leaves, but can spread to 
small twigs and limbs where it 
causes cankers and finally death 
to the wood. Sycam ore anthrac­ 
nose can be controlled by spray- 
ing with

are several things you must do to 
keep cut flowers from wilting too 
quickly. 
1 - W’ater the soil around plants 
in garden, when possible, at least 
four hours before cutting, so they 1 
will be holding a m axim um of wa­ 
ter. 
i 
2 - Always use a very sharp, 
knife or cutters and cut stem on 
a slant to provide the largest area 1 
for better intake of water. 
3 - Always cut 
flowers 
when j 
they are coming into bloom - never '■ 
on the wane. Cut buds or partly j 
open flowers to enjoy them long-' 
er. 
4 - Cut flowers from the garden 
early in the morning, when they 
are firm and full of moisture; or 
in the cool of evening, after the 
sun has been down long enough1 
for garden plants to recover from 
the hot afternoon hours. 
5 - (And this one surprised m e!) 
Take a pail of HOT WATER (100 
or 110 degrees) 4-6 inches deep - to 
the garden. As each stem is cut 
from a plant, place it in the p a il,; 
or pails, being careful not to over­ 
crowd in such a w'ay that stem s 
becom e tangled. Most flowers m ay 
have the lower 
leaves 
and 
old 
blooms rem oved before placing in 
the hot w ater, then, the stem s take 
up w ater faster. If a cut flower is 
out of w ater 5-10 m inutes, be sure 
to m ake cresh cut at end of stem 
and insert in hot w ater. (Hot wat- 
er treatm ent is a hardening trea t­ 
ment.* 
6 - C arry the pail or pails of cut 
flowers to a room free of drafts, 
direct light and gas outlets. Let 
stand several hours or overnight, 
before arranging. By that tim e the 
“ sick looking” ones m ay be dis­ 
carded. 
7 - If pails of cut flowers should 
be left in a room which is drafty 
or hot for several hours, m ake a 
collar of 
dam pened 
new spapers 
and 
com pletely 
surround 
them 
(blooms and all) and tie around 
outside of pail. This is an effec­ 
tive practice with fully developed 
flowers at the peak of bloom and 
also with tulips, roses and others 
which open quickly. 
8 - Flowers stood rigidly upright 
in a nail will rem ain

desired, place stalks at an angle, 
as nearly horizontal as the con­ 
tainer will allow. 
9 - Save hardy flowers and foli­ 
age such as those of gladiolus,! 
peony and iris for later use in 
arrangem ents. Harden these in a 
separate pail of hot w ater (4 inch­ 
es deep). 
10 - Florist flowers are expen­ 
sive, are hardened when received, 
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but should have the sam e treat­ 
ment as fresh cut garden flowers. 
Recut stem ends and stand in 100 
degree water a few hours before 
arranging. 
These are Mrs. Barnett’s gener­ 
al instructions. She says that there 
are special treatments for diffi­ 
cult flowers, too. But, maybe thie 
will be a start for amateurs, like 
me! 


Pinkeye in Cattle 
Usually Increases 
In Summer Months

— 
Summer 
months usually bring an increase 
in the number of cattle herds af­ 
fected with pinkeye, according te 
Dr. J. T. McGinity, staff member 
of 
the 
University 
of 
Missouri 
School 
of 
Veterinary 
Medicine. 
This disease can cause consider­ 
able loss due to reduced m eat and 
milk production. 
Pinkeye affects cattle 
of 
all 
ages and breeds but cattle with 
white faces are much more sus­ 
ceptible. Sometimes it’s difficult 
to determine the source of infec­ 
tion unless there have been recent 
herd additions. However, some ani­ 
mals may have the disease with­ 
out showing any symptoms. 
Infections may vary in severity, 
but the symptoms normally deve* 
lope very rapidly 
in 
an acuta 
case. A watery discharge from tha 
eye is usually the first symptom 
observed, 
the 
veterinarian said. 
This is followed by an acute inflam 
mation of the mucous membranes 
swelling of the 
eyelids, 
and 
a 
w'hitish discoloration of the eye­ 
ball, 
affected 
animals 
tend 
ta 
stand with eyes closed and in the 
shade, if possible, due to the pain 
and sensitivity to light. 
Most of the time feed consump­ 
tion drops, particularly in grazing 
animals that are reluctant to leave 
the shade. 
The 
disease 
usually 
spreads very rapidly through 
a 
group of susceptible animals. Most 
cases will recover in a week or two 
if given proper care, but a few m ay 
have enough permanent eye da­ 
mage to cause blindness or per­ 
haps rupture of the eyeball. 
McGinity recom m ends that af­ 
fected animals be removed from 
the herd in the first stages of the 
outbreak. However, this is ot lit­ 
tle benefit as a control measure 
if a large percentage of tha herd 
already ha.s the disease. Affected 
animals should be placed in a dar­ 
kened barn, or at least in a heav­ 
ily shaded area that is as dust 
free as possible. These 
animals 
should be sprayed for flies. Cart 
and treatment should be started 
immediately to reduce the possi­ 
bility of permanent eye damage. 
The 
most 
effective 
treatment 
will vary 
in 
different 
localities 
and with the severity of the infec­ 
tion so it is wise to consult your 
local veterinarian if pinkeye hit* 
your herd,

We’re too preoccupied with our TV sets and automo­ 
biles and should turn our backs on these things which he says 
tend to weaken our moral fiber. 
Well, there’s no law saying that cabinet members have to 
agree, or even brothers in our government. So where does the 
President himself stand ? 
Well, he wants Americans to invest more in productive fa­ 
cilities— which means more of the savings Mr. Hodges finds 
objectionable. But he also wants industry to put people back 
to work making products, urging that this be done even lie- 
fore the extra help actually is needed. Presumably he wants 
people to buy the products or the employment won’t last 
Here he seems to support Mr. Hodges. 
Meanwhile, back at the Michigan ranch. Walter W. Heller, 
chief of Mr. Kennedy’s economic advisors, and others in high 
places strongly promote more spending in the public sector— 
which means people will have less money to spend as Mr. 
Hodges desires, and less to invest as Mr. Kennedy desires. 
As for us, we don’t know where we’re going, but we’re on 
our way.

For an Annual Fiscal Session 
This week the Missouri Gener­ 
al Assembly ha* been considering 
the appropriation of more than $1 
billion for the operation of the state 
government 
for 
the 
next 
two 
years. 
Even the Congress of the Unit­ 
ed States seldom must consider 
the spending of such 
a 
large 
amount in a matter of only a few 
hours of legislative time. 
The requirement of short consi­ 
deration of 
these 
fund bills 
is 
brought about by several factors, 
but regardless of the causes, no 
one in this state can honestly be­ 
lieve the public will be getting its 
money worth. 
There is too Utile lime alloted 
to spend too much money. 
As a result padded fund requests 
arc i>erwitted to slip by, depart­ 
ment appropriation estimates can 
not be closely checked, and im­ 
portant money bills are neglected 
in this last - minute 
legislative 
flurry. 
It will be no one s fault that 
money will 
be 
wasted. 
Indeed, 
there are many legislators, such 
as State Senator J. F. Patterson 
of Caruthersville and Representa­ 
tive Paul Berra of St. Louis, who 
will attempt to prevent as much 
waste as possible. These two men 
who head the appropriations com­ 
mittees of the twp houses, must 
bear the responsibility for wisely 
dividing 
the 
taxpayers’ 
money. 
These two men. plus a handful of 
other legislators who serve on the 
committees, are required to do 
the most important work in the 
state government under handicaps 
which are hard to imagine. 
It is physical, mentally and 
emotionally impossible for 
these 
men to do their jobs in the man­ 
ner un which both wish it to be 
done. 
And the p. incipal reason for 
this fiscal break-down rests with 
Missouri’s antiquated requirement 
of biennial sessions of the General 
Assembly. 
In the first place, during this 
Seventy* - first session, more than 
1.100 bills have been 
introduced 
iii both houses. Only a handful 
deal with appropriations. Most are 
bills which pertain to legal chang­ 
es, statute alterations, or plans 
to eliminate to he<p various state 
departmental functions. 
As a result, while the legisla­ 
tors are attempting Kl Assimilate 
some 
1,100 bills, 
non era lh 
the 
most important fiscal measures 
are forgotten, to be handled by 
the relatively small appropriations 
committees iu boti) houses 
This 
handful of men tack the time to 
study sufficiently 
the 
individual 
items in the hundreds of depart­ 
mental I uud requests. 
And thus the paradoxical situa­ 
tion exists ut a gieat majority of 
legislators spending their time con­ 
sidering oftentimes relatively mi­ 
nor legislation, while only a hand- 
lul ate hard-pressed 
to accom­ 
plish Die impossible. 
it has been proposed, time and 
time again, that Missouri’s legisla­ 
ture be permitted to hold annual 
rather than biennial sessions. Ar­ 
guments against the annual ses­ 
sion have been that annual ses­ 
sions would increase the cost to 
the taxpayers and would increase 
the number 
of 
ridiculous 
bills 
which sometimes are proposed in 
a legislative session. Thus tar. the 
arguments have been sufficient to 
prevent the change • over to an­ 
nual sessions. And we are quick to 
admit that these arguments are 
somewhat based on fact, consider­ 
ing the number of absurd bills 
which have at least been introduc­ 
ed in this session. 
Bul there is a way to over­ 
come tao arguments and still ac­ 
complish the admitted necessity of 
providing annual rather than bien­ 
nial appropriations for Missouri’s 
large state government. The plan 
has been u^eci in other states, and 
it has worked exceptionally well 
The plan is simple. Provide for 
regular biennial sessions, in which 
any and ail legislation can be con­ 
sidered, while establishing a shun­ 
ter annual session on the off-year 
lur consideration ami approval of 
fund requests only. In this way, 
appropriations could be made on 
an annual basis, while other legis­ 
lation could be limited to just one 
session in two years.

plan 
would 
accomplish 
many purposes, the principal one 
being the extra time permitted to 
consider fund requests from the 
state departments and divisions. 
lf the state’s budget were on au 
annual rather 
titan 
a 
biennia) 
schedule, fund requests would be 
halved, detail work required by 
legislative fund committees would 
be reduced, and greater inspection 
of the reduced figures would be 
permitted. 
Not only would General Assem­ 
bly members be permitted more 
time to consider appropriation re­ 
quests. the state’s financial out­ 
look could be more slosely estimat­ 
ed. In place of having to be sooth­ 
sayers as to the state's collections 
for a two - year period, lurid com­ 
mittees would be given the luxury 
of having up-to-the-minute fund in­ 
formation on which to base 12- 
month expenditures, rather than 
24 • month expenditures.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
-W hile 
the Kennedy Administration over­ 
emphasizes welfare - type propos­ 
als. Republicans are hard at work 
studying the basic causes of un­ 
employment in the United States. 
At the present time there are 
three separate Republican proj­ 
ects aimed at finding ways to ex­ 
pand job opportunities for our 
ever-expanding population. 
1. The House Republican Policy 
Committee, which represents all 
the Republican members of the 
House of Representatives, ta work­ 
ing wi its “Operation 
Employ­ 
ment.” In this project, the Policy 
Committee members are drawing 
on the expert advice and guidance 
of 26 academicians and profes­ 
sional people from all parts of Ute 
Nation. Employment and unem­ 
ployment are being studied from 
almost every possible angle. 
2. The Republican Leadership 
Group, composed of GOP legisla­ 
tive leaders from both the House 
and Senate, has approved a pene­ 
trating study of “structural un­ 
employment”—jobs eliminated be­ 
cause of automation and other 
technological advances. 
3. The Executive Committee of 
the Republican National 
Com­ 
mittee has ordered a study of the 
effect foreign trade has on jobs 
in the United States. 
From all of these studies will 
come reports recommending the 
new policies and programs we 
need to insure that all American* 
will have challenging and secure 
jobs while unemployment is held 
to the absolute muiimum. 


The first report will come from 
the House Republican Policy Com­ 
mittee. probably in July. 
The House project was set up 
by Chairman John Byrnes tR» 
Wis.» as follows; Twenty-six eco­ 
nomic categories have been' se­ 
lected for study . To each of these 
subjects, the committee assigned 
two Republican members of Con­ 
gress-working with one of the 
technical experts rn the subject. 
To begin with, these teams are 
preparing “positron papers” on the 
['articular subject — papers which 
probe deeply into one phase of 
economic activity, 
public and discussed in depth by- 
House Republicans.

He cautioned that a grower who 
did not live up to all the terms of 
the feed grain program could re­ 
ceive a reduction in the total pay­ 
ments to be earned under the pro­ 
gi am. or he might have to refund 
part or all of the advance pay­ 
ment he had already received. Fu r­ 
thermore, if at least 20 percent of 
the farm s corn and grain sorghum 
is not diverted, none of the feed 
grain grown on that farm this year 
would be eligible for price support.

m ag e from dry w eather. This is 
norm al because d a m a g e d corn ha* 
less feeder r<*ots to pick up w ater 
and plant food, You can see most 
ol toe e areas in fields because of 
the short stalks and severe twist­ 
ing. B ased on the n u m b e r of the-e 
spots that can be seen over the
